Affirms Decision of Jail

MEANS HE MUST 


LOSE SENATE SEAT 


Kansas Senator Found Guilty of Re- 


ceiving Fees to Prevent St. Louis 


Company From Bcinp En- 


joined From Mails. 


WASHINGTON, May 21—The supreme 


court oi the United States today render- 
ed a decision in the case of United States 
Senator Ralph Burton of Kansas. The 
decision wus against Burton, affirming 
the decision of the United States circuit 
•ourt, for the eastern district of Mis- 
souri, by which Burton was sentenced to 
nine months' imprisonment in the jail of 
Iron county, Mo., required to pay a fine 
of $2,500 and deprived of the right to 
hold office under the government. 


The opinion was by Justice JIarlan. AH 


of the points made in Biirton's interest 
were overruled. 


VIOLATED FEDERAL LAW. 


Senator Burton was prosecuted on the 


charge of violating section 17S2 of the re- 
vised statutes which prohibit senators 
and representatives from receiving com- 
pensation for services rendered before 
any of the government departments in 
auy matter 
in which tho government 


may be interested. He was specifically 
charged with accepting a fee of $500 per 
month for five months from the Rialto 
Grain and Securities company of St. 
Louis for service* rendered that company 
in nn effort to prevent tho issuance of an 
order by the postoffice department pro- 
hibiting tho use of the mails by the com- 
pany. 


REVERSED THE FIRST TIME. 


This was Senator Burton's second ap- 


peal to the supreme court. In the first 
case the circuit court found him guilty 
and imposed the same penalty that was 
imposed in tho present case, but the su- 
premo court reversed the decision in the 
first instaiiCB because it was made to ap- 
pear that the money was pnid in Wash- 
ington and not in St. Louis where the 
case was tried. 


It was contended on behalf of Senator 


Burton that the fee was pnid on account 
of a criminal proceeding against one of 
tho members of the Rialto company anil 
jiot because of services rendered in the 
government prosecution of the company. 
The law under which he was prosecutor 


' was so attacked as unconstitutional on 


the ground that the senate was the sole 
judge of the qualification of its members, 
but this doctrine was not upheld by Jus- 
tice Harlan's opinion. The statute was 
•upheld iu all respects and held to be 
fully applicable to Burton's case. 


Justices Brewer, White and Peckham 


•united in a dissenting opinion delivered 
by Justice Brewer. Their opinion was 
based on the theory thnt the United 
States was legally interested in the case 
against tho Rialto company in which Bur- 
ton was employed as counsel. 


GRANTED A REHEARING. 


Immediately after promulgating its de- 


cision in tho Burton caae, the supreme 
court of the United States today grant- 
ed a motion to give sixty days to Sena- 
tor, Burton in which to prepare a peti- 
tion for a rehearing. The action will 
have the effect of tnking tbe case over 
•until the next term of court, beginning 
in Ootober'ns the present term will ex- 
pire next Monday. 


That the senate will bo compelled to 


take cognizance of the cose is indicat- 
ed by tho decision in the following ex- 
tract: 


"Tho final judgment of conviction did 


not operate, Ipso facto, to vacate the 
Boat of the convicted Henntor. nor com- 
pel tho senate to expel him or to regard 
him as expelled by force alone of the 
judgment. The seat into which he was 
originally inducted as a senator 
from 


Kansas could only become vacant by his 
death, or by expiration of his term of 
office, or by some direct action on tho 
port of the senate in exercise of its con- 
stitutional powers." 


Justice Harlan also hold that the sen- 


tence cou!d not cover an election to the 
United States senate, "a* they do not 
hold their places under the government 
of the United States." 


COURT HAD JURISDICTION. 


On the point that the crime was com- 


mitted at St. Louis, Justice Harlan said: 
"In view of these cases it 
cannot be 


maintained the personal absence of the 
defendant. Burton, from St. Louis at tho 
timo his offer was accepted and 
tho 


agreement between Win and the company 
was completed and became binding, de- 
prived tho federal court there of juris- 
diction.

END SOURCE OF FRICTION 


Mexico and United States Sign 


Treaty Regulating Use of 


Rio Grande Waters. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—Secretary 


Root, for the United States and Ambas- 
sador Casasus for the Mexican govern- 
ment, today signed u treaty regulating 
the use of the waters of the Rio Grande,, 
which if approved by the senate, will re- 
move what has been for twenty years 
past a source of friction in the relations 
between the two countries. • 


For almost a century the Mexicans liv- 


ing along the lower river have made 
Inrgc use of its waters for the purpose of 
irrigating their lands. But in recent 
years private companies on tho upper 
waters in the United States, have, by the 
construction of wing dams, diverted a 
large part of the water to this side of 
the river. The Mexicans' have preferred 
claims lor the damage sustained but so 
far without success. Now the plans of 
the reclamation service have made it cer- 
tain that practically nil of the water will 
be retained on American soil unless some 
proper scheme of division can be arrang- 
ed. The construction, of the 57,000,000 
dam across the Rio Grande at Engle, 
New Mexico, brought the matter to a 
climax and led to negotiations- betwceen 
the two countries which culminated in 
the tre.aty signed today. 


TO IRRIGATE ARID LAND. 


The underlying principle of the con- 


vention is the recognition of the com- 
mon law right of the Mexicans to the uee 
of a fair sh;"4*! of'the waters of the river, 
but as tho tjnited States government IB 
put to the entire expense of building the 
great dam and canals, the Mexican'snare 
is only a practional proportion of the 
whole flow. .It is estimated that the im- 
pounded waters will sufllce to irrigate 
about 200,000 acres of otherwise- arid 
land, and it is stipulated -that of this 
total 00,000 feet of water, which is to 
make arrable about 25.000 acres of land, 
will be delivered on the Mexican side of 
tho border each year. For its part, the 
Mexican government guarantees the Un- 
ited States government against any suit 
for liability on account of claims of in- 
dividual Mexicans who have so far suf- 
fered through the diversion of water. •-

WASHINGTON, May .21—The naval 


program providing for the construction 
of one great battleship of a tonnage1 


equal to any afloat or now building, will 
meet opposition in tho senate, but not 
of such stubborn character as is thought 
to endanger its passage. There are sev- 
eral members of the senate committee 
on naval affairs, who have expressed 
themselves as opposed to the building of 
"The great unweildy type of the Dread- 
naught," now being constructed for the 
navy of Great Britain. These men hayei 
announced that they will express their 
doubt, although they have not determin- 
ed to record their votes against the pol- 
icy of the administration. 


LARGER THAN DREADNAUGHT. 
The battleship proposed by the pro- 


gram and provided for by the bill as it 
pnescd the house, in some features will bo 
greater than the Drcadnaught. Tl'° ton- 
nage must be as great as the bigge* '\bat- 
;leship now planned. This is estimated 
at about 20,000 tons. Its speed must be 
at least 21 knots and its draft will be 
about 2S feet. It is in the armament 
that it will surpass the Dreadnaught. Ac- 
cording to the plans for this giant de- 
fender for the British navy, it will have 
;cn ]2 inch guns. Cliainnan Fott of the

should have twelve 12 inch guns. The 
South Carolina and Michigan, plans for 
which have recently been completed, are 
the biggest ships now authorized for the 
United Slates navy and they mil have 
eight 12 inch guns.

,ho last of the week. Hearings will not 
be had, the house hearings being relied 
inpn, so that it should be reported to 
;lic senate by Monday next. It carries 
ust $100,000 less than it did when it Was 
reported from the house committee, the 
item of decrease being $100,000 for' the 
floating drydock for Chesapeake Bay.

The building program of Germany pro- 


vides that, in 1017 her naval force shall

Windows and doors shook and the earth 
trembled slightly. Hundreds piled ou 
of bed in wild excitement believing th 
shake was caused by a seismic disturb 
ance. 


Telephones wero worked hard, liut n 


one could definitely state what it wa 
and BO it passed for a slight quake unti 
the report came .from Pleasant Prairie 
Kenosha county, that a portion of th 
Rand & Lafiin powder mills had blow 
up, shaking things up for a distance o 
twenty-five miles. 


NO LOSS OF LIFE. 


'' First the report came that the entir 
plant was wrecked, that half the houses 
in the village were wrecked and som 
loss of life resulted. Inquiry of the op 
orator at Pleasant Prairie brought th 
information that the glaze and pres 
rooms were blown to pieces and also 
what is known as the corning room. 
Some windows were broken in buildings 
about the vicinity, but there was no 
loss of life, only one man being knocked 
down by the shock. While the buildings 
in question are' completely wrecked, the 
main plant is not damaged in the least. 
Estimated dn.roago. is placed at between 
(515,000 and $30,000. 


People living in'the south part of tha 


city state that the1 shock was very se- 
vere and that windows rattled, doors 
jarred and Crocker^ rattled, and: people 
living as far north' as High street say 
they distinctly felt the jar and naturally 
believed it was f.n earthquake. 


TWO BLASTS HEARD.

Tho'figures given, indicate'ihat the trade 
Wet-ween nations in 1900 will be six: times 
as much 'as ia 1850, two and one-half 
times as much as in'1870 and.2o per cent 
more than in 1900. 
' ''One interesting fact, which an examin- 
'iition'of the figures of.average monthly 
trada.-o'f the. principal-countries of the' 
world develop,- is that the United States 
now 'stands at the head of the^.world's 
great exporting 
nations. Tho' average 


monthly exportation from the United 
States in the nine months ended with 
March, 1908, is shown as $147,208,973.; 
the monthly average from the United 
Kingdom for the same period, $143,574,- 
912; the average from Germany during 
the twelve months ended, with December, 
1B05, 8110,777,800, and tho monthly aver- 
ago from Franco for the twelve-month 
period ended with February was $72,- 
370,400. 


Examination 
of tho import column 


shows that the United States stands 
third among the nations as an importer. 
The monthly average of importation in 
the United States for the nine months 
ended-with March was--$101,506,417.

did. oven if it at all ruffles tho business 
interests of tho world. While it is cer- 
tain tho great coal measures are being 
ekndy but Hiiroly exhausted, and that 
country after country will gradually 
give up'their last >coal, yot the world 
grows not. alarmed and feels sure tho 
greatiproblems yet awaiting solution will 
bo solved.' But if tho world is not alarm- 
ed imono-way it has grown apprehensive 
in, another aud more economy in produc- 
tion .and'-economy in coal consumption 
seems to bo tho rulo. 


Electricity seems to be the', great 


resource some bold to, but the day may 
come when even the coal necessary to 
generate the electric supplies will go 
scant, therefore scientists keep alive, the 
problem genera ting'the electricity direct 
from coal,, that Js to-keep the furnace 
flrca-going that will serve the dynamos 
with tho-'burning'of. t/ho coal to obtain 
beat wtricVas wo all know is an exceed- 
ingly -wasteful1 process. 3"or every• pound 
of ccfal'burned'for steam purposes nbout 
nine-tenths is wasted, and if power can 
bo obtained' from ooal direct, the percent- 
age of loss will bo very small if any.

CARING FOB PU1U.IC MORAIS. 


There is an increasing tendency of li- 


brarians and of trustees to enforce an in- 
dex expurgation business as to the read- 
i-r class who form n, large portion of the 
tax payers. The latest list to be ex- 
punged is by a Brooklyn library board, 
this excluding from the public list two 
novels by eminent authors and which 
stories have been published previously 
in foremost American pmagiizinos, nnd 
hitherto not one word of -reproa'th • has 
boon exhibited. The reason alleged by 
Brooklyn purists is that tho two novels 
arc too free in the description of the pas- 
sions, but these reasons can certainly be 


pplied not only to'novels but books 


assumed to be teachers of morals. Of 
course this line of reasoning would bar 
out Shakespeare, it would bar out other 
great and inspired writers, but of what 
use is it to the little crowd of self as- 
sumed caretakers of the public morals 
who have aspired in numbers of cities, 
large and small, to bar the public out 
from tho latest reading. 


It has been before asked by portions 


of tho public why those public libraries 
for which the public pay roundly uro 
so slow to got in tho latest fiction. To 
be sure the array of titles published o{ 
now books reads imposing, but as to in- 
terest, move to tho few interested in the 
ologics, lore, character aspirations, and 
the gencsis-of things. 


It is perfectly proper librarians and li- 


brary trviatcos should not admit indecent 
books but these carry their titles right 
on their face, and arc known very gen- 
erally to men -and women. Than there 
is a class of fiction of rank indecency, 
which (loos not appertain to respectable 
people, and it is not necessary to adver- 
tise these, only simply not have them on 
the shelves. The average novel of. the 
day, the average story of adventure, is 
more or less permeated with the spirit, 
which in the language of Brooklyn and 
other library, purists, is very free in 'de- 
scription of the passions. For that which 
is exciting, in this lino, what raises great- 
Iv the interest of the reader in the rather 
strong at times portrayaJ of the human 
passions under one form or another of 
stress ami temptation, might cnrapt some 
and not enfluence others in the least. 


It must be clear enough that those who 


set up as censors of the public morals and 
very much more those who are' paid for 
their labor from the public funds for the 
public libraries, should be doubly careful. 
The private libraries may do just as they 
please in this guarding against the por 
t.rayal of the human passions, but the 
'great public which is paying for the,'ap- 
proved of fiction of tne times is entitled 
to 'have the latest which in more or less 
of those libraries, it doesn't get until 
time has covered with its moss and Rifted 
tho passions from the dull generality of 
things. Common sense alone is the very 
best purging method of reading matter, 
as was not exhibited by one librarian,

CHANGE OF CLIMATE. 


American Mtdicine: Climntes modify 


pverv living organism, flnd the modifica- 
tions if better suited are selected so that 
migration is sooner or later followed by 
chango of typo. It is evident then that 
each climate is suitable for those organ- 
isms which arc .adjusted to it, but harm- 
ful or fatal to others. For the»e reasons 
we find th«t when rrmn has occupied n-rty 
locality for a long time the surviving 
type IB markedly difffruit from the type 
in 'neighboring lands. In esch place the 
uiumtted have been killed off. .Mctpor- 
ologic conditions nr« therefore, 
most 


powerful Agents for the destruction of 
men who have wandered too for from the 
pluses to which they are adjusted. Es- 
kimos die o-f pneumonia in to« temper- 
ate zofl« and n«gro«« perish in time if 
they go too far north. Tho,United States 
have been p*opled by many tjrpts of men, 
all of whom arc now out of their natural 
habitat, and, as th« conditions are more 
or less harmful to all of them, we find 
that some of these "types are suffering a 
dreadful degeneration and mortality, 
which bids fair to eliminate them com- 
pletely. 


Th» present problem in climatology, is 


to find out what the fntnl factors really 
arc—a work demanding tho joint labors 
of cHmo.tologi«ti«, anthropologinta and 
pathologists, for no man is. learned in 
all three of these sciences. It i» an en- 
ormous task, to be sure, but until it u 
completed it is evidently useless to sug- 
gest means of preventing the destruction 
of life now in progress. Until we find 
out the reason for each of mftn'a char- 
ncteri»tic» in one locality, such aa tilling 
or color, it is not possible to say why 
that characteristic is harmful some- 
where, else.. Since every American, ex- 
cspt the Inojiin, is far from his natural 
home, it is evident why we should have 
an almost universal tendency to search 
out a more suitable climate than the one 
in which w» are born. Europeans do not 
have this habit, and coraygxuntly no- 
%vbcre cists txcttpt in Anmfcfc Is & TOVTS 
ohanp of cHtnaio looked apoa rw s pan- 
acea for almost ovary known iU. With 
ua a change to any othw'.place ia likely 
to take us'* from the conditions which 
have harmed us, and this U poasibly the 
benefit. No wonder thec that th* nearest 
to .scientific accuracy of much of onr 
advice is the mire statement, "You need 
a change of climate."

Small piec- 
es of cotton, wool and linen got into the 
air. and -no pass within the luugn. It may 
not ba practicable to wear a respirator 
in a slop; but that should be the rule 
when, the work is dusty and conducted 
Jn private. Even sweeping a room quite 
upsets some persons. 
A most efficient 


and very cheap respirator can be made 
by sewing a piece of cotton wool within 
some coarse muslin and attaching tapes 
or clastic. 


How to Launder Your Dainty New 


Hosiery.— Colored 
Stockings— silk 
and 


otherwise — require a good deal more care 
in their laundering than tho usuol black 
And colored stockings are promised very 
definitely to be 'used during tho spring 
and summer seasons. Tan shoes are to 
b* good again this year, and nothing is so 
shabby looking as faded tan stockings, 
even though they may fade the first time 
they are washed. 


T»n silk stockings nrc extremely pret- 


'ty,. although most of us content ourselves 
with lisle thread; and rod clippers de- 
mand red silk stockings; but both of 
these colors will "run" a little unless 
you are very careful. 
Put them in a 


pail of cold' water, with a generous hand- 
'ful of salt di^olvcd in it, and let them 
stand over night the night before you 
wash them. The salt water will set the 
color. 
; In the morning wring them out and 
wash them with suds, soap and water, 
using water that is warm without be- 
ing-very hot, and very soapy, but never 
rubbing the soap directly on the stock- 
ings. Rinse in cold water, being sure to 
get every bit of soap out. 


Don't iron, but pull them into slmpo 


when they are half dry nnd press them 
when they are perfectly dry with a warm 
— not hot — iron. This way takes a little 
longer, but your stockings will be like 
new. 


It is recommended that a little vine- 


gar bo added to the water in which 
Btockinga are rinsed after being washed. 
The stockings should then be dried wrong 
side out. 
Colored stockings will b« un- 


faded and black ones will retain their or- 
iginal lustre. 


Freshening Up Gilt Frames.— In order 


to freshen up gilt frames wipe with a 
cloth moistened with oil of turpentine 
nnd then let dry without rubbing. Or 
after the frame is carefully dusted 
it 


may be washed with the white of three 
egge into which an ounce of soda has 
been beaten. If the frame has been 
scratched showing the wood underneath, 
touch these scratches up first with a good 
quality of gold paint. 


For Shrunken Hands. — When the hands 


arc shrunken and the skin needs nour- 
ishment try the following. 


Sperniaccti, 2 ounces; white wax, 2 


ounces; sweet almond oil, 2 ounces. 


Melt the three ingredients together 


over" a'gcntle fire and add one ounce of 
camphor gum in shavings. Take off the 
fire when the camphor is dissolved. Stir 
until the mass mingles thoroughly. Put 
in jars. Use at night freely and in the 
morning scrub with warm water and 
soap. 


To Save Wear of Stocking*.— To save 


the wear of Blockings take a ne-,7 piece of 
wash leather and gum it inside the heels 
of -shoe*. This, will, by preventing fric- 
tion, save the heels of stockings immense- 
ly.

Out at Least Before Executive

Governor Davidson has refused to par- 


don Edward OntkO, sewing three years 
in the state prison at Waupun, on charge 
of breaking into freight cars of ,tlie Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Railway company, 
at Lakeside, and stealing hundreds of 
dollars worth 
of - property. Attorney 


Martin Gilleri was engaged by the wife 
and friends of the roan to make the ef- 
fort. When ho appeared before the gov 
crnor and made the plea, that official 
listened attentively and asked a number 
of questions, but said that he was oblig- 
ed to deny the application. He said that 
it was a rule between governors through- 
out the United States to grartt a pixrdon 
to no person sent up, until one year of 
the sentence had been served, so that 
Ontko must serve one year at least.

Edward Ontko resided at Lakeside 


with his wife and children, and is a- Hun- 
garian. There were other Huns there.

Each 
nation could than develop its navy along 
tho lines most approved by the national 
experts seeking cither speed, or gun pow- 
er, or weight of armament. It would re- 
sult in a fair contest of naval theories. 
Moro thim that, it would give to skill in 
handling a ship or a fleet its. proper 
value and would make -tlie man more im- 
portant than the machine. • 


The original purpose of The Hague con- 


ference wns the limitation of armament 
but instead of considering any well rea- 
soned plan to achieve that result the con- 
ference devoted itself to discussing plans 
for arbitration. The conference which ia
